M ADRID (A P ) — Spaniards 
turned their attention today to 
ringing in the New Year after 
Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co spared six Basque national­ 
ists from execution.

NEW YORK (AP) - Televi-,

Bering Sea to observer seals 
and walruses. 
The hour, one in the “Advejr! 
ture" series, trailed a team of 
scientists and divers headed by 
Dr. Carleton Hay, a zoologist 
who specializes hi the study of I 
marine animals.. 
They were 
studying the mukluk, or beard- 1 
cd seal. and the smaller ringed j 
seal, during the polar spring, 
particularly interested in learn­ 
ing how they survive beneath 
the heavy Ice and raise their 
young in the frigid waters. 
Some of the most interesting 
footage showed drivers with ex* 
P e r i in e n t a I gear working 
through small holes dug iii the 
ice cover. 
The expedition only spotted 
tho wily seals from a distance, 
but the second portion of the 
program, devoted to the walrus, 
was more rewarding since they 
are generally peaceful and un­ 
afraid—"a 
weird 
affectionate 
beast,” commented Hay. “It’s 
difficult not to be tremendously 
anthropomorphic 
about 
them 
because you cannot 
get in the I 
presence of a walrus without the 
thinj, trying to crawl into your 
lap.
